road workers were killed and 
1 6 persons were injured today 
when a Chicago, South Shore 
and South Bend electric train struck; 
a bus loaded with section hands at 
Aridfy crossing ten miles east of 
Michigan City. 


All of those killed were residents 


of Michigan City, Gary and Chi- 
cago. State police said five .of those 
killed v/ere Negroes. 


Fourteen of the injured ^vere oc- 


cupants o' the ous. Twelve were 
brought, tc hospitals here and two j 
were taken to Fairview hospital at | 
Laporte. The others, the motor- 
man and a passenger on the train, 
were dismissed after treatement for 
minor injuries 


Lt. Rex i?isher. commander of the 


Dunes Pa-k State police post, said 
several of the injured were in very 
serious condition. He said most of 
them were Negroes.

He ^aid the-crew quit work 
and walked to the crossing^

on the south side 


Steinhagen said that as he walked 


to his tmrk he turned around and 
waved to the driver of the bus to 
indicate t-hat -the train was coming.

^CHICAGO, Feb. 17 (AP)—Future atomic bomb, may 


be -1000" times more powerful than those used on Japan, and 
may devastate 400 square miles "at a single blow,"' Edward 
Teller, a leading atomic scientist/ said tonight.

And an enemy releasing them 


off. the Pacific coast, he added, 
could endanger the entire "United 
States by their radioactivity with- 
out -delivering a single bomb into 
American territory.

NLRB Ruling Clears 
Florida Newspapers 
Of Unfair Dealings 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 
— The 
National Labor Relations board to­ 
night unanimously 
dismissed all 
charges of unfair labor practices 
against the two daily newspapers of 
St Petersburg, Fla., holding they 
“clearly ” had a right to replace 
striking printers. 
The board's ruling, overturning 
the findings of its trial examiner, 
Thomas S, Wilson, also held that a 
union’s refusal to bargain in good 
faith removes any ground for a 
charge that the employ er declined 
to bargain. 
The complaint was filed by the 
St. Petersburg local of the AFL In­ 
ternational 
Ty pofraphiCAl 
union 
against the Evening Independent 
and the Morning Times. 
The unio n called a strike N ot. 
tO, 19 45 , in a wage dispute but 
the two papers hav e published 
co ntinuo usly . 
At first they did * 
so by using pho to -engrav ing and 
o ther special pro cesses. 
J an. 1, 
1946, they set up a jo intly -o wned 
co rpo ratio n, New» Printing, Inc., 
to o perate a regular co mpo sing 
ro o m under an "o pen sho p” —in 
which bo th no n-unio n and unio n 
wo rkers may be hired. 
The Times said on Jan. 11, 1946, 
the day picketing began, that the 
newspapers had "made publishing 
history by publishing longer than 
any 
other 
newespaper 
without 
printers and without strike-break- 
ers.” 
The point* decided by the board 
were: 
I The union charge that the pub 
• lishers had not bargained in 
good faitn could not be upheld be­ 
cause a union's failure to do so on 
its own p*art makes it impossible 
to test the employ er's good faith. 
This holdi» true, the decision said, 
even though -he Wagner act •‘im­ 
poses no affirmative duty to bar­ 
gain upon laoor organizations.”

Pravda Says British 
Split Workers' Ranks 
M OSCOW Feb. 17 (/P)—Pravda 
accused the British Labor party to 
day of employ ing the “trump card 
of reaction” in an effort to split 
the ranks of workers throughout 
the world and to prevent them from 
taking united action with the Com­ 
munists. 
In an article interpreted as an 
all-out appeal for workers of the 
world to unite, the Communist party 
newspaper also charged that capi­ 
talism was making a last stand 
“fight against democracy .” 
“The forces of reaction are not 
lay ing down their arms,” said the 
article, by commentator B. Pono­ 
marev. “They do not wish to leave 
this historical stage voluntarily .” 
One of the lessons of the war, 
Ponomarev declared, was that a 
unity of democratic states and a 
unity of all workers will play a lead­ 
ing pan in the “struggle against 
aggressive imperialistic reaction."

neutrality during the war, but 
had been “ disappo inted" when 
S' eden refused to transit arm* 
intended fo r the defending No r­ 
wegians. 
The Norwegian telegraph agency 
said in an official summary of its 
g n-ermnent's 
white 
paper 
that 
Sweden and Norway had conferred 
before issuing the documents, so 
that they might present parallel 
versions of questions about which 
there hat<e been “rumors.” 
The Swedish document said Hit­ 
ler feared that British forces in 
the Narvik section of 
northern 
Norway might strike across 
the 
Swedish frontier and occupy Swe­ 
den's iron fields. This was the prin­ 
cipal reason for his firm demands, 
immediately after the Nazis occu­ 
pied Norway , for Sweden to allow 
him to send troops across Sweden 
to reinforce Nazis already in Nor­ 
way . the white paper said. 
Hitler had a distrust of Sweden’s 
Intentions to defend her border if 
the British attacked in the direction 
of the iron fields, and was not as­ 
sured until King Gustav in a per­ 
sonal letter had declared that any 
invader would meet with resistance, 
the white paper said.

SNORING is often comic when you 
don’t have to listen to It at the cost of 
your own rest. 
But if, night after night, 
you are an enforced listener to one of 
these strange medleys of sound—a sort of 
grotesque and energetic sym phony—then 
snoring 
begins 
to 
assume 
near-tragic 
aspects. 
Snoring is rare in childhood, infre­ 
quent in young people, but quite common 
in middle and old age. 
It occurs because air flowing out of 
the mouth and nose sets into vibration 
the various soft tissues of the m outh and 
throat. 
During sleep all of the muscle* 
of the body are relaxed. 
If a person lies 
on his back, the soft palate or roof of 
the mouth and the uvula, which is the 
small structure tha t hangs from the roof 
of the mouth, fall back against the lining 
m em brane of the throat. 
This narrows 
the passageway through which the air 
passes and the soft palate Is easily set 
into vibration producing the sounds called 
snoring. 
Anything which blocks the air pas­ 
sages in the throat is likely to lead to

SNORING Is often comic- when you 


don't have to listen to it at the cost of 
>our own rest. But- if, night after night, 
you are an enforced listener to one of 
these strange medleys of sound—a sort of 
grotesque and energetic symphony—then 
snoring begins to assume near-tragic 
aspects. 


Snoring is rare in childhood, infre- 


quent in young people, but quite common 
in middle and old age. 


It occurs because air flowing out of 


the mouth and nose sets into vibration" 
the various soft tissues of the mouth arid 
throat. During sleep all of the muscle* 
of the body are relaxed. If a person lies 
on his back, the soft palate or roof of 
the mouth and the uvula, which is the 
small structure that hangs from the roof 
of the mouth, fail beck against; the lining 
membrane of the throat. This narrows 
the passageway through which, the air 
passes and the soft palate is easily set 
into vibration producing the sounds called 
snoring. 


Anything which blocks the air pas- 


sages in the throat is likely to lead TO 
snoring. For example, adenoids, greatly 
enlarged tonsils, or congestion of the nose, 
due to a cold, all will have this effect. 
The tongue may also drop backward when 
a person sleeps on his back, narrowing 
the air passages and leading to snoring. 


Some people have an idee, that snoring 


is due to mouth breathing, but this i» 
not the case, because snoring occurs in 
persons who ' sleep witn their moutha 
closed. On the other hajid, mouth breath- 
ing is objectionable because it often lead* 
to a bad >taste'in the mouth. 
Mouth 


breathing, of course, may be caused by 
blocking of tn« nose. 


Many remedies for snoring have bwn 


suggested. Dr. Jerome P. Strauss of 
Chicago has suggested treating the con- 
dtWon by injections of a hardening solu- 
tion into the soft, palate and uvula. Good 
results have been obtained in some cases. 


Trying to avoid sleeping on the back 


may be helpful/ Tying a' spool onto th* 
back may be a way of accomplishing thic. 
This will.force the sleeper to lie on hU 
aide or on his abdomen. While this may 
not atop the snoring completely, it will 
at least lessen its Intercity and the typ« 
of sounds produced.
